The real political issue of 1936, 


What, precisely, do we mean by 
such terms as Conservative, Liberal 
and Radical? 

A Conservative is, I think, a per- 
son, who has become adjusted to his 
environment, whatever that may be, 
and who is able, ttherefore, to take 
a detached view of the world and its 
people. Such a person is opposed to 
hasty change and unproved_ experi- 
ments. 

A Radical, on the other hand, is 
one who is finding trouble in fitting 
himself into the social picture, and 
wants to change the whole system, 
in the belief that his troubles and 
those of his fellows are due to faulty 
organization of society. 

A liberal, in the true definition of 
the word, is one who is tolerant of 
all beliefs and of all minorities and 
especially of tthe rights of the indi- 
vidual man. He would neither sup- 
press those who disagree with him 
nor exalt unduly any class or clique. 
I know many Conservatives who are 
also Liberals; I cannot imagine a 
Radical being a Liberal.

PERENNIALS FROM SEED 


Most perennials may be grown 
from seed. Early in June is the best 
time to get started. Most of these 
(Should be started in a special nur- 
sery bed, except, perhaps such things 
as Oriental poppies which are rather 
difficult to ‘transplant and should be 
sown where wanted permanently. 
Seed should be secured from a_ re- 
liable firm. ‘With perennials more 
than other flowers seed is very im- 
portant, as there is liable to be a 
good deal of mixing and old seed with 
most of ithe flowers is absolutely no 
good. Prepare a fine bed in some 
{portion of the garden where there 
is good drainage and, preferably a 
little shade in the middle of the day. 
The seed is sown in rows about three 
or four inches apart. Keep the 
ground free of weeds, well cultivated, 
and until the germination, water 
with a fine spray every morning. 
Thin out plants and provide a light 
protection of leaves or straw the first 
winter. Next spring ‘transplant to 
permanent quarters.

WASH BASIN 

* To keep the hands clean by regular 
wasiing and not to touch foods with- 
out having given the hands a good 
washing with plenty of soap and 
warm water using a‘nail brush, is 
one of the most practical means 
whereby we may protect ourselves 
and others against communicable 
disease. 

The whole purpose of hand-wash- 
ing is often defeated by the wash- 
basin. The only sanitary way to 
wash ds in running water. Most wash 
basins, however are constructed with 
two taps—hot and cold—-each with 


& separate spout. This makes it 
practically impossible to wash in 
running water as the water which 


comes out of 'the taps is either very 
hot of very cold. 

Strange to say, most baths are e- 
quipped with a common spout, s0 
that, by adjusting the flow of the 
two itaps, the right temperature is 
secured. It is, however, rather awk- 
ward to use the bath when washing 
the hands. Why put the type of e- 
quipment on the bath which is really 
needed on the basin not on the bath? 

Waph-basins are provided with 
stoppers in order that hot and cold 
water may be mixed. The objection 
to this is that you not only wash 
in the dirt which comes off your own 
hands, but also in what may have 
been lefit by previous washers. It is 
quite possible that your hands, after 
such washing, may not be as free 
from germs as they were before you 
started. 

The mouth, from the point of view 
of disease germs, is the dintiest and 
most dangerous part of the body. 
The wash-basin, which receives the 
rinsings from ‘the mouths of the 
family as they clean their teeth, is 
more than likely to be badly soiled 
with any and all of the germs pre- 
sent in the mouths of each member 
of the family. The wash basin ‘that is 
used for teeth cleaning is not safe 
to wash in until it has been disin- 
fected. 

Bad as the wash-basin may be in 
the home, the public wash-basin is 
infinitely worsé because iit is used by 
greater numbers of persons. Also, 
many public wash-basins, in order to 
save water and over-flowing, have 
spring taps that resist any effort the 
individual may make ‘to wash or 
rinse his hands in running water. 
Trains, at least, do provide a separ- 
ate basin for brushing the teeth. The 
dirt we can see is, generally speak- 
ing, not dangerous. The real danger 
lies in the invisible dirt—-secretions 
of the body—-which carries with it 
the germs of disease; for example, 
the saliva deposited on the common 
drinking cup. It would seem rea- 
sonable, from all we know, to say 
that hands should be washed in run-

As a result of the notable progress 
made in recent years in both Canada 
and the United States in tthe eradica- 
tion of bovine rtuberculosis, the Un- 
ited States Government has decideu, 
as from May 15th, to admit all cattle 
imported from Canada from areas in 
which ithe ituberculosis infection has 
been reduced to one-half of one per 
cent or less providing ‘the exporter | 
has a certificate signed by a Veterin- 
ary Inspector of the Health of Ani- 
mals Branch, Dominion Department 
of Agriculture, stating the cattle are.

This new agreement will be of 
much greater benefit ito Canada than 
to ithe United States. In the fiscal 
year ended March 31, 1934, tthe total 
cattle exports from the Dominion to 
the United States numbered 2,732, 
while tthe imports from the United 
States to ithe Dominion were only 
268. In 1930 QGanada shipped a to- 
tal of 232,271 head of cattle to buy- 
ers in the United States and only 
imponted from that country 422. 
While there has been a_ decidedly 
heavy falling off in the cattle exports 
to the United States in the past four 
years, due to ‘the imposition of 4 
tariff ranging from 2' to 3 cents 
per pound on the hoof, ithere has been 
a sharp increase in tthe Oanadian ex- 
ports recently due to the depletion 
of cattle as a result of tthe severe 
drought situation over a lange area 
of the United States, panticularly in 
the Middle West area. 

At present an exporter in Oanada 
shipping cattle to the United States 
is required, restricted 
areas where the tuberculosis infec- 
tion is reduced to one-half of one per 
cent or less, to have ‘the calttle test- 
ed by a Veterinary Inspector of the 
Health of Animals Branch or pay an 
accredited veterinarian to have them 
tested. Under the new agreement 
all he will require iis a certifieate 
from a government veterinary in-

USEFUL HOUSEHOLD AND 
FARM SPRAY 

A very useful spray for destroying 
insects in dwellings and farm build- 
ings may be easily and cheaply made 
from pyrethrum insect powder and 
kerosene. According to the  direc- 
tions of the Entomological Branch of 
the Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture the spray is prepared by adding 
one-half pound of pyrethrum to one 
gallon of kerosene, allowing ‘the mix- 
ture to stand and agitating it at in- 
tervals over a period of about ‘two 
hours, or longer, tthus ensuring that

gallon, The spray should be kept in 
a‘tightly corked container to, prevent 
it from deteriorating in strength, as 
the active principle of pyrethrum 
easily evaporates. For use againsi 
bedbugs the addition of about one 
half pint of cresol ito each gallon of 
spray increases its effectiveness. The 
spray should be applied in the form 
of a fine mist by means of a small 
hand sprayer.

When no greenhouse 
seeds may be sown in pots or in cold 
frames late in the fall and left out- 
doors all winter. This method is 
suitable for districts where ‘heavy 
snow falls early and remains all 
winter and is the method used at the 
Central Experimental Farm for the 
lilies mentioned. In other districts 
where the winters are very severe 
and the covering of snow is uncer- 
tain as well as in distriots where the 
winter is milder and thaws are fre- 
quent, it would be advisable to keep 
the seed in a cool place until spring 
and then sow it in a cold frame. The 
soil should be made up of well-rot- 
tted sod and leaf mould with a small 
portion of sand to ensure’ good 
drainage. Shallow drills about two 
inches deep should be made across 
the frame and the seed sown very 
thinly, then covered with fine soil. 
|The frame may be covered with a 
sash and shaded with burlap until 
the seeds germinate, when the cover- 
ing should be removed. Watering 
and weeding must be done 
quired.

FAVORITE SPRING DISHES 

Most of us can afford to forget 
‘that distasteful—and frequently fad- 
dish command, ‘Don’t eat this and 
don’t eat that,” if we will merely 
use a little common sense. 

“Don’t overload your stomach with 
heavy foods. 
fish and bread are balanced with 
milk, vegetables ‘and fruits. Eat a 
little less as tthe weather gets warm- 
er.”’ 

Really, if we follow these rules we 
need not worry ourselves to death 
about calories, over-weight and under 
nourishment. 

During cold weather we need foods 
which are sources of quick energy to 
keep the body warm, but as spring 
advances we may reduce the quantity 
cf these foods. The craving for more 
food may ibe appeased by eating more 
liberally of light dishes. Luscious 
gingerbread and milk for lunch; 
healthful salads; plenty of greens; 
these will help you to prevent spring 
fever. Try the following recipes this 
spring—substituting these delicious 
dainties for some of your heavier 
foods. 


Spring Gingerbread 
2 cups sifted cake flour 
2 teaspoons double-acting baking 
powder 

% teaspoon soda 

2 teaspoons ginger 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

4% teagpoon salt 

One-third cup butter or other 

shortening 

% cup sugar 

1 egg, unbeaten 

Two-thirds cup molasses 

% cup sour milk or buttermilk 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder, soda, spices, and salt, 
and sift together three times. Cream 
butter thoroughly, add sugar gradu- 
ally, and cream together until light 
and fluffy. Add egg and beat well; 
then molasses. Add flour, alternately 
with milk, a small amount at a time, 
beating after each addition until 
smooth. Bake in greased pan 8x8x2 
inches in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees F.) 50 minutes, or until done. 
Serve plain, or cut in squares and top 
with molasses whipped cream, made 
by folding 2 tablespoons molasses in- 
to % cup cream, whipped.

Human beings are markets. Every man, wo- 
man and child isa daily wanter of many 
things, most of which have to be bought from 
some retailer. But to sell, the seller must go 
to the market. . It is sadly wrong if and when 
the seller waits for buyers to go to him. This 
means that the retailer who wants to supply 


many buyers must take his merchandise, in a 


figurative sense, to where buyers are assem- 


bled. 


And the assembly place of buyers—men, 
women and children — is their newspaper. In 
the form of advertisements retailers display 
their newspaper.

There is no country in the world 
today where one finds such uniform- 
ly charming taste in every household 
appointment, where the ordinary ob- 
ject is treated more pleasingly by de- 
signer and workman, and where that 
object is so appreciated by the av- 
erage purchaser. For, since 1915, a 
tremendous renaissance in the arts 
and crafts has swept all over Swe- } 
den. Those who have won fame in 
the fine arts have not felt ‘that they 
were demeaning themselves in de- 
signing beautiful plates, water jugs, 
‘fruit dishes, garden urns, pottery, 
kitchenware. The manufacturers not 
‘only pay tthe artists for their work 
‘but adventise their names also. A 
,Shopper will ask for a plate design- 
red by Kage, a pewter candlestick 
,Rorstrand pottery, or a book nobly

arly known, popularly appreciated, 
and widely purchased.

cles to be purchased by thousands. 
‘Obtaining a government subsidy, the | 
Arts and Crafts Society first applied 
‘itself ito rousing the interest of the 
|middle class and ‘the educated labor- 
‘ing class with the slogan ‘Eat below 
‘your earnings, dress according to 
them, and establish your home above 
them.” Lectures and pamphlets and 
many exhibitions were part of the 
educational program. Public interest 
grew. Public taste quickened. It 
became fashionable ito think and 
tal about ‘‘More beautiful things 
for everyday life.” 
| Next the manufacturers were per- 
/Suaded that tthe production of ‘‘more 
beautiful things’ would be _ profit- 
able. The manufacturer at first was 
‘wary. Like the moving picture pro- 
' ducer, he was inclined ‘to believe that 
public taste cannot be improved. He 
,had to be shown that it had improv- 
‘ed. He had to be brought in con- 
‘tact with artists and had to learn 
that the best results were obained 
not from buying patterns from a de- 
signer, but by incorporating the man 
himself into the echeme of produc- 
tion. This co-operation ‘between 
manufacturer and artist has now 
seen successfully secured in so many 
instances ‘that it serves as a model 
to the rest of the world.

CUTWORM CONTROL 


Although the farmer knows much 
about the matter, the amateur gar- 
dener little suspects that long before 
he sows his highly-prized seeds an 
enemy has been waiting in prepara- 
tion for immediate assault. This ,is 
the cutworm which attacks all kinds 
and conditions of plants, and, so far 
as agriculture is concerned, is such 
& memace that each year the Domin 
ion and Provincial Departments of 
Agriculture publish the latest intelli- 
gence on the most effective means 
of counteracting the ravages of this 
destructive pest. Bran bait, says the 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture, has given most effective con- 
trol for many years and it is made 
up as follows: bran 20 pounds, Paris 
green one-half pound, molasses 1 
quart, and water 24 gallons. In mak- 
ing ‘the bait, the dry ingredients | 
should be mixed thoroughly first. | 
The molasses is then stirred into the 
water and this solution added to the | 
bran amd Paris green. In mixing 
the bait, only enough water should) 
be added ‘to reduce the material ‘to 
the consistency of wet sawdust. The | 
mixture must not be made _ sloppy! 
but should ‘be so that it will crumble | 
in the hands and slip through the’ 
fingers easily. Land that was heavily 
jinfested lost year should be ‘treated 
before ‘the plants are set out. This, 
lis done by broadcasting the bait at | 
;the rate of 15-20 pounds per acre 
a few nights before transplanting. 
The bait should be spread in the eve- 
nings just before dusk, and, if pos- 
sible, on a still warm night. . |
